EMBARGO HURTS 
LOCAL STOCK MEN 



Madison county stock shippers ai-e 
Etill "up in the air" over the Hve 
stflvck embftrgxi oii the L. A jhT.'to Ciil- 
cinnati. Unless there is some relief 
Very soon, local stock buyers are go- 
ing to lose a lot of money. Those 
who have hogs bought for immedfafte 
delivery are being forced to takii'thdni 
up, and turn them in stock pens to 
feed until they can ship them. A 
number of cattle boyenl aiti weighing 
up the beeves they have ' purchased 
and tanun|r them baek'into pastures, 
paying tlie'fijnBdefs forKiAting privi- 
leges. \ 

Developments in the embargo since 
^sterday' were, tfotifieatibb by tiie 
Senate Interestate Commerce Com-* 
mittee to President Wilson that he 
has ample author!^ to handle the 
strike of the railroad' dbopinen. 

President Wilson notified Director 
Qeneral Walker D. Hines that he was 
iiUtlfOrized to take up the demands of 
railroad shop employees for hjgher 
wages and decide them on <)ieir mer- 
its.' 

The President',s decision was an- 
nounced from the White House in the 
form of a letter seUt by him to Mr. 
Hines. The Preeidait sidd '^hitil the 
employees rctura to work and again 
recognize the authority of their or- 
ganization the whole matter Inust be 
at a standstill." ' > ; 

The effect of the P^ddent'a decis- 
ion, it was believed, would be to put 
a sudden end to .sporadic ijtrikes 
throughout the country, denounced to 
be illegal by union officials, but'invol- 
^rtfir perhSps 80,(100 i»i*n and to some 
extent nonn.al traffic. It was taken 
for granted ahso that the meance of a 
general strike to compel higher 
wages to meet increased living costs 
likewise was removed by the Presi- 
flont's action. - '
